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Jamaica-Plain  Baptist  Church. 


HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


In  the  autumn  of  1840,  several  members  of  neighbor- 
ing Baptist  churches  residing  at  Jamaica  Phiin  united  in 
an  effort  to  sustain  among  them  the  pvcachmg  of  the 
gospel.  3Ianv  of  these  h.ad,  in  private,  long  prayed  for 
this  object  ;  and,  for  months  previous,  meetings  for  prayer 
and  for  occasional  preaching  had  been  held  in  private 
houses.  On  the  second  Sunday  in  December,  1840,  the 
Village  Hall  was  opened  for  religious  worship  ;  its  use 
having  been  granted  for  the  purpose.  Rev.  William  H. 
Shailer  preached  on  the  occasion. 

After  some  months  of  occasional  su.pplies.  Rev.  Na- 
thaniel Her\-ey  was  invited  to  preach  for  a  time.  His 
labors  commenced  in  September,  1841.  Early  in  the 
iollowing  January,  a  revival  of  religion  commenced, 
wliich  continued  through  several  succeeding  months. 
In  the  months  of  April  and  May  succeeding,  twenty- 
eight  persons  were  accepted  for  baptism  by  the  Ijaptist 
Church  in  Roxbury.    These  candidates  were  baptized 
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by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hervey.  and  received  the  right  hand  of 
fellowship  from  the  pastor  of  the  Roxbury  church,  Rev. 
T.  F.  Caldicott.  The  services  of  Rev.  Mr.  Hervey 
closed  in  July  of  the  same  year. 

In  June,  1842,  the  incipient  steps  towards  the  organi- 
zation of  a  distinct  church  v;ere  taken.  After  some 
delay,  the  wish  of  the  brethren  and  sisters  was  approved  i 
by  a  council  of  churches  and  ministers.  On  Monday, 
the  29th  of  August,  1842,  the  public  services  of  their 
recognition  were  held  at  the  Unitarian  meeting-house, 
in  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gray  then  ministered.  Ichabod 
iVlacomber  wns  chosen  a  deacon  ;  and  Daniel  Sanderson 
and  John  B.  Witherbee  accepted,  temporarily,  of  the  same 
office. 

The  church  v/as  for  about  one  year  destitute  of  a  pas- 
tor, when,  in  July,  1843,  Rev.  John  O.  Choules,  D.D., 
was  invited  to  take  the  pa^Loral  charge.    On  the  4th  of  ! 
October,   1843,  the  public  services  of  his  instaUation  j 
were  held.    On  the  same  day,  the  iiouse  of  worship,  | 
which  for  some  months  had  been  in  process  of  comple-  j 
tion,  was  dedicated  to  the  ser\-ice  of  Ciod.    Dr.  Chouies  j 
remained  pastor  about  four  years,  during  v/hich  time  the  j 
church  was  strengthened  in  numbers  and  efficiency,  and  | 
the  congregation  was  increased.     Five  members  were  | 
added  by  baptism,  and  thirty-hve  by  letter.    In  July, 
1847,  having  recei\ed  an  invitation  to  become  pastor  I 
of  the  Second  Baptist  Church  at  Newport,  R.I.,  Dr.  | 
Choules,  at  his  own  request,  was  dismissed.  j 

In  February  and  March,  1846,  James  \V.  Converse 
and  Nathaniel  Wehl  were  chosen  deacons  ;  the  ofhce  of 
Deacon  Macomber  being  vacated  by  his  protracted  sick- 
ness, and  by  his  death  on  the  1st  of  October,  184S. 
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I  The  church,  after  being  some  months  destitue  of  a  | 
:  pastor,  in  M  ly,  1848,  invited  the  Rev.  William  Hague,  ! 
;  D.D.,  of  Boston,  to  settle  among  them.  I'his  invitation  i 
I  was  soon  afterwards  accepted  :  and,  on  the  first  Lord's  i 
I  Day  in  September  following.  Dr.  Plague  commenced  his  | 
labors.  He  remained  for  about  two  years,  during  which  1 
time  the  congregation  stiii  augmented  ;  and,  near  the 
I  close  of  his  labors,  the  seed  sown  showed  its  rich  fruit  , 
I  in  the  conv.ersion  of  several  youth,  who  \vere  baptized,  \ 
\  and  united  to  the  church.  In  March,  1850,  Dr.  Hague  | 
I  tendered  his  resignation,  ha\  ing  been  invited  to  the  pas-  | 
;  toral  charge  of  the  Second  Baptist  Church  in  Newark.  | 
;  N.J.  His  labors  closed  in  the  following  May.  During  \ 
\  his  ministry,  fourteen  members  were  added  to  the  church 
by  baptism,  and  twelve  ]3y  letter. 

In  July,  1S49,  Bradford  H.  Lincoln  received  the  ap-  ; 
•  proval  of  the  church  as  one  called  of  God  to  preach  i 
the  gospel.  ! 
\      In  August,  1850,  Rev.  G.  \V.  Samson  of  Washington,  \ 
D.C.,  received  and  accepted  an  invitation  to  the  pas-  1 
torate  of  the  church  ;  an^l  the  public  services  of  his  | 
recognition  were  held  on  Wednesday,  Oct.  23.     His  ! 
;  ministry  was  followed  by  the  divine  blessing:  the  con-  i 
:  gregation  gained  new  strength  and   efficiency  ;  and. 
though  no  powerful  revival  was  enjoyed,  he  had  the  I 
privilege  of  welcoming  twenty  new^  members  to  the  church  | 
by  baptism,  and  twenty-one  by  letter.    In  October,  1S52,  | 
he  tendered  his  resignation  to  the  church,  having  received  ! 
,  an  urgent  invitation  to  resume  the  pastoral  charge  of  the  | 
church  in  Washington  with  which  he  had  been  previously  j 
connected  ;  and  his  labors  closed  on  the  first  sabbath  of 
December. 
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In  March,  1853,  the  church  extended  a  call  to  Rev.  I 
Heman  Lincohi  of  Phihidelphia.  The  invitation  was  1 
I  accepted,  and  he  entered  upon  his  hrl:)ors  in  June  fol-  I 
lowing.  During  the  ensuing  two  years,  a  burdensome  ' 
debt,  which  had  been  resting  upon  our  society  since  the  i 
erection  of  our  church-edilice,  was  paid.  i 

With  this  encumbrance  reiuoved,  with  a  faidiful  pastor,  \ 
and  a  united  church,  our  prospects  for  the  tliture  ap-  j 
peared  unusually  pronii^ing.  But  at  three  o'clock  on  I 
the  morning  of  Friday,  Sept.  26,  1S56,  the  citizens  of  | 
this  place  were  suddenlv  aroused  bv  an  alarm  of  fire  ;  ' 


and  it  was  soon  ascertained  that  our  Sabbath  home  was  j 

in  flames.    In  a  short  time,  the  building,  and  all  its  I 

furniture  and  books,  including  the  library  and  records  i 

of  the  sabbath  school,  were  entirely  consumed.  | 

W'e  were  now,  in  one  respect,  left  homeless  :  but  the  i 

fraternal  kindness  of  ncigliboring  religious  societies  was  | 

so  promptly  manifested,  that  our  regular  meetings  were  I 

continued  without  interruption  ;  and  our  sabbath  school  : 
was  discontinued  only  for  a  single  sal^bath.    While  the 

fu-e  was  }'et  bunung,  the  Third  Congregational  (l.^nita-  i 

rian)  Society  extended  to  us  an  earnest  in\'itation  to  \ 

occupy  their  house  of  worship  ;  and  this  was  immediately  | 

followed  by  an  equally  kind  invitation  from  the  Mather  i 

(now  Central)  Congregational  Society.    As  an  evidence  | 

of  the  kind  spirit  exhibited  toward  us  at  this  time,  we  i 

desire  to  place  on  record  the  following  extracts  from  ! 

the  official  invitations  extended  to  us  by  these  two  ! 

societies: —  j 

Our  Unitarian  friends  say,  "  The  Third  Society  view  |

fully  offer  the  I>aptist  Society  the  use  of  their  chm-ch  for  I 
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one-half  day  each  sal')bath  during  the  time  that  they  may  ;

Among  other  resolutions  of  sympathy  adopted   by  i 
the  Alather  Congreg;itionai  vSociety  was  the  following  :  i 
Resolved,  I'hat  wx^  tender  to  the  Baptist  Society  the  I 
use  of  our  house  of  worship  and  the  vestry;  requesting  ! 
that  its  members  may  occupy  it  for  such  length  of  time  ; 
as  may  be  convenient  and  pleasant  to  themselves."  I 
Upon  consideration,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  accept  i 
the  offer  of  the  Unitarian  church  for  sabbath  afternoons,  ' 
to  use  their  vestry  for  our  sablxith  school  and  sabbath-  | 
evening  prayer-meetings,  and  to  unite  with  the  Mather  ! 
Church  in  our  Friday-evening  prayer-meetings  and  sab-  \ 
bath-school  concerts  ;  and  these  arrangements  were  most  \ 
pleasantly  continued  for  niore  than  twenty  months, — 
from  Sept.  28,  1856,  to  June  20,  1858. 
I      A  committee  was  immediately  appointed  by  our  society 
I  to  take  preparatory  measures  for  erecting  a  new  church- 
I  edifice.    It  was  deemed  advisable  to  sell  the  lot  of  land 
,  on  which  the  burned  building  had  stood,  and  purchase  a 
j  more  spacious  and  eligible  one  at  the  corner  of  Centre  and 
j  Alyrtle  Streets.    After  con^,iderable  delay  in  procuring 
j  plans  and  estimates  for  a  nt^w  structure,  the  corner- 
i  stone  of  our  present  building  was  laid,  with  appropriate  i 
i  religious  services,  Oct.  21,  1857.  : 
:      The  vestry  was  completed  so  that  it  was  occupied  by  ; 
;  our  sabbath  school  on  sabbath  morning,  June  20,  1858  ; 
:  followed  by  our  regular  services,  day  and  evening. 

On  the  2 1  St  of  December,  1858,  our  pastor.  Rev.  . 
Heman  Lincoln,  tendered  his  resignation.    A  committee 
was  appointed  by  the  church  to  wait  upon  him,  with  the  i 
liope  that  he  might  be  induced  to  change  his  purpose 
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and  remain  with  us  :  but  their  efforts  were  unavaihng^;  ; 
and  therefore  his  resignation  was  accepted  at  a  special  , 
church-meeting  held  Jan.  25,  1859.  | 

yVx.  Lincohi  served  us  as  pastor  five  years  and  seven  i 
months  ;  and  notwithstanchng  we  were  without  a  house  i 
of  worship  of  our  own  for  twenty-one  months  of  this  ; 
time,  and  with  only  preaciiing  service  once  upon  the  \ 
sabbath,  yet  the  church  had  never  enjoyed  greater  I 
prosperity  than  under  his  pastorate.  The  increase  of  | 
membership  during  this  time  was  forty-six  by  baptism  ; 
and  forty-two  by  letter,  with  one  by  restoration  ;  making  \ 
a  total  of  eighty-nine.  ; 

On  the  25th  of  August,  1S59,  our  new  house  of  wor-  i 
ship  was  dedicated.  Services  were  held  in  the  afternoon  \ 
and  evenitig.  In  the  afternoon,  the  dedicatory  sermon  i 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Creorge  W.  Samson,  D.D.  ;  ; 
and  in  the  evening  the  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  ; 
Hem  an  Lincoln.  | 

The  cliurch  continued  without  a  pastor  until  May  i,  : 
1S60  ;  when  the  Rev.  Charles  DeWitt  Bridgnian  accepted 
and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  that  office,  having  re- 
ceived a  call  from  the  church  and  society  on  the  preceding 
:March.  i 

Mr.  Bridgman's  pastorate  was  of  short  duration.  He  > 
first  tendered  his  resignation  Nov.  19,  1861  ;  but,  being 
then  persuaded  to  withdraw  it  for  a  time,  he  again  ten-  i 
dered  it  Oct.  30,  1862.  After  much  earnest  effort  on  i 
the  part  of  the  church  to  induce  Mr.  Bridgman  to  remain  \ 
with  us,  he  still  regarding  it  his  duty  to  accept  an  invita-  ! 
tion  from  the  Pearl-street  Church,  Albany,  N.Y.,  his  i 
resignation  was  reluctantly  accepted.  During  Mr.  | 
Bridgman's  services  with  us,  our  membership  was  in-  1 
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creased  by  the  addition  of  thirteen  by  baptism,  and 
twenty-three  by  letter  ;  total,  thirty-six. 

On  the"  second  sabbath  in  January,  1863,  our  pulpit 
was  supplied  by  Adoniram  Judson  Gordon,  then  a 
student  in  the  Theohjgical  Seminary  at  Newton.  His 
services  on  this  occasion  were  so  acceptable,  that  he 
was  again  invited  to  preach  for  us  ;  and  these  labors 
resulted  in  his  receiving  a  call  to  become  our  pastor,  at 
the  regular  church-meeting  held  Feb.  17,  1863. 

This  invitation  was  accepted  March  20,  with  the  pro- 
vision that  Mr.  Gordon  should  not  enter  upon  his  duties 
until  the  close  of  his  studies  at  Newton,  in  June.  He 
united  with  our  church  ]\Iay  26,  1863  ;  and  a  council 
was  called  for  his  examination  for  ordination  on  the  iith 
of  June.  The  council  was  unanimous  in  recommending 
his  ordination  and  installation  ;  and  these  services  took 
place  on  the  evening  of  June  25,  —  the  sermon  being 
preached  on  the  occasion  by  Rev.  E.  Dodge,  D.D.,  presi- 
dent of  Madison  University,  New  York.  On  the  first 
sabbath  in  July,  1863,  Mr.  Gordon  commenced  his 
labors  as  pastor. 

Our  society  had  now  a  very  heavy  debt  resting  upon 
it,  occasioned  by  the  building  of  our  new  church-edifice, 
amounting,  at  this  time,  to  about  seventeen  thousand 
dollars.  This  encumbrance  had  greatly  retarded  our 
prosperity,  and  had  been  a  source  of  anxiety  and  embar- 
rassment to  our  two  former  pastors.  In  1864,  it  was 
determined  to  commence  an  effort  for  the  payment  of 
this  entire  amount ;  and  subscriptions  were  solicited  for 
that  purpose.  The  responses  to  the  appeal  made  were 
so  prompt  and  liberal,  that,  in  October,  it  was  announced 
that  subscriptions  had  been  received  sufficient  to  cover 
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very  nearly  the  whole  amount  needed.    The  greater  part  ' 

of-  the  debt  was  at  once  discharged  ;  but  the  entire  ' 

i  amount  was  not  fully  paid  until  April,  iS68:     During  \ 

I  this  time,  extensive  repairs  had  been  made  on  the  exte-  | 

I  rior  of  the  building:  so  that  the  extra  amount  raised  in  ;

;  prostrate  condition  of  the  church  ;  and,  after  two  months  j 

j  of  anxious  and  prayerful  deliberation,  an  afhrmative  ! 
I  answer  was  given.    Mr.  Gordon's  resignation  took  eftect 
I  on  the  tirst  sabbath  in  November,  1869. 
I       Besides  the  pavment  of  the  thousands  of  dollars  of 
\  indebtedness  that  has  been  named,  during  the  pastorate 
of  Mr.  Gordon,  the  church  w<is  increased  in  numbers, 
and,  we  trust,  in  spiritual  graces  and  efliciency.    In  the 
six  years  and  se\en  months  of  his  service,  there  were 
received  into  the  church   by  experience  one,  by  letter 
fifty,  and  by  baptism  seventy- two  ;  being  a  total  of  one 
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hundred  and  twenty-three  members,  or  more  than  one- 
fourth  of  all  admissions  to  membership,  inchiding  the 
fifty-nine  original  members,  since  the  church  was  con- 
stituted. 

On  the  iSth  of  January,  1870,  the  church  and  society  ; 
extended  a  unanimous  call  to  the  Rev.  Galusha  Ander- 
son,  D.D.,  professor  in  Newton  Theological  Institution,  ; 
to  become  their  pastor ;  but,  in  view  of  the  important  : 
relations  he  sustained  to  that  institution,  he  felt  obliged 
to  decline  the  invitation. 

Our  pulpit  continued  to  be   supplied   by  different 
persons  until  Sept.  12,  1870,  w^hen  an  invitation  was  ' 
extended  to  the  Rev.  James  Paterson  from  Scotland  | 
(who  had  preaclied  for  us  six  sabbaths),  to  serve  us  as  i 
preacher  and  pastor  for  one  year.  Mr.  Paterson  accepted  ! 
the  invitation,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  the  last  sab-  | 
I  bath  in  September,  1870.  i 
Our  history  of  nearly  twenty-nine  years  is  now  com-  i 
pleted  ;  and  in  view  of  the  large  measure  of  peace  and  \ 
quietness  that  has  pre\"ailed  in  our  membership,  the  j 
abundant  mercies  that  have  been  bestowed  upon  us,  | 
the  kindly  feelings  that  have  existed  between  ourselves  | 
j  and  other  religious  denominations,  the  fiiithful  pastors  j 
I  with  whose  services  we  have  been  blessed,  we  feel  con-  j 
I  strained  to  "  thank  God,  and  take  courage,"  and  to  1 
;  offer  up  unitedly  the  earnest  prayer  of  faith  that  we  "all  !

We  believe  that  the  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  men  I 
divinely  inspired,  and  is  a  perfect  rule  of  fiiith  and  | 
practice.  j 

All  Scripture  is  p:iven  bv  inspiration  of  God,  and  is  profitable  i 
for  doctrine,  tor  reproof,  f  ir  C':^rrection,  for  instruction  in  righteous-  i 
ness  ;  that  tiie  man  of  God  mav  be  perfect,  thoroughly. furnished  1 
unto  all  good  works  [2  Tim.  iii.  16,  17).  For  the  proi)hecy  came  | 
not  in  old  time  bv  the  will  of  man  ;  but  holy  men  of  God  spake  as  | 
they  were  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost  (2  Pet.  i.  21). 

Scd  also  I  Pet.  i.  10,  11  ;  2  Sam.  .\xiii.  2;  Acts  i.  16,  iii.  21, 
xxviii.  25  ;  Ileb.  iii.  7,  i.\.  19,  x.  15. 

We  believe  that  the  Bible  teaches,  among  others,  the 
following  all-important  truths  :  — 

I.  The  existence  of  one  only  li\dng  and  true  God,  infi- 
nite in  every  natural  and  moral  perfection  ;  and  that  he 
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has  made  himself  known  to  his  people  under  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost : 
the  same  in  essence,  and  equal  in  every  divine  per- 
fection.

God  hath  made  mail  iipri-^lir  ;  but  they  have  sought  out  many  I 
inventions  (  Eccl.  vii.  29  '.    .Vml  when  the  woman  saw  that  the  tree 
was  good  tor  food,  and  tiuit  it  was  pleasant  to  the  eyes,  and  a 
tree  to  be  desired  to  make  one  wise,  she  took  of  the  fruit  thereof, 
and  did  e.it ;  and  gave  a's<j  unto  her  husband  with  lier,  and  he  did 
eat.    And  llie  eyes  of  them  both  were  opened,  and  they  knew  that 
they  were  naked  ;  and  d^ey  sewed  fig-leaves  together,  and  made 
themselves  aprons  (Gen.  iii.  6,  7).    The  whole  head  is  sick,  and  the 
whole  heart  faint.    FVom  the  sole  of  the  foot  even  unto  the  head, 
there  is  no  soundness  in  it  ;  but  wounds  and  bruises  and  putrefy- 
ing sores  :  they  have  not  been  closed,  neither  bound  uj),  neither 
mollified  with  ointment  (isa.  i.  5,  6).    They  arc  all  gone  out  of  the 
way,  they  are  together  beconie  unprofitable  :  there  is  none  that 
doeth  good  ;  no,  not  one.    For  all  have  sinned,  and  come  short  of 
the  glory  of  God  (Rom.  iii.  12,  23).    And  as  they  did  not  like  to 
retain  God  in  their  knowledge,  God  gave  them  over  to  a  re[)robate 
mind  ;  being  tilled  with  all  unrighteousness,  fornication,  wicked- 
ness, covetousness,  maliciousness  ;  full  of  envy,  murder,  debate,  | 
deceit,  malignitv  ;  whisperers,  backbiters,  haters  of  God,  despiteful  ;  i 
proud,  boasters,  inveniois  of  evil  things,  disobedient  to  parents,  \ 
without  understanding,  coven.ant-breakers,  without  natural  affec-  | 
tion,  implacable,  unmerciful  ;  who,  knowing  the  judgment  of  God,  | 
that  they  which  commit  such  things  are  worthy  of  death,  not  only 
do  the  s.ime,  but  have  pleasure  in  them  that  do  them  (Rom.  i. 
2S-32).    For  the  wages  of  -in  is  death  ;  but  the  gift  of  God  is 
eternal  life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  (Rom.  vi.  23).    For  out 
of  the  heart  proceed  evil  thoughts,  murders,  adulteries,  fornica- 
tions, theks,  false  witnes-,  bkL-phemies.     These  are  the  things 
which  deiile  a  man  (Matt.  xv.  iS-20).

Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  carried  our  sorrows.  He 
was  wounded  for  our  transgressions  ;  he  was  b^u;^ed  for  our  iniqui-  1 
ties;  the  chastiscrient  of  our  peace  was  upon  him  ;  and  with  his  I 
stripes  we  are  healed.    All  we,  like  sheep,  have  gone  astray;  we  | 
have  turned  every  ore  to  his  own  way ;  and  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  j 
him  the  iniquity  of  us  ail.    For  the  transgression  of  my  people  was  | 
he  stricken.    By  his  knowledge  shall  my  righteous  servant  justity  | 
many  ;  for  he  shall  l>:-ar  their  iniquities.    lie  haih  poured  out  his  i 
soul  unto  death  ;  aiul  he  was  numbered  with  the  transgressors  ;  j 
and  he  bare  the  >in  of  many,  and  made  intercession  tor  the  trans-  | 
gressors  ( Isa.  liii.  4-12).    Seventy  weeks  are  determined  upon  thy  | 
people,  and  u|)on  thy  h')ly  city,  to  finish  the  transgression,  and  to  j 
make  an  end  of  >ins,  and  to  make  reconciliation  for  iniquity,  and  I 
to  bring  in  everlasting  righteousness,  and  to  seal  up  the  vision 
and  prophecy,  and  to  anoint  the  Most  Holy.    And  after  three- 
score and  two  weeks  shall  Messiah  be  cut  off,  but  not  for  himself 
(Dan.  ix.  24,  26).    I  am  the  door  :  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he 
shall  be  saved,  and  si  j  all  go  in  and  out,  and  had  pasture.  The 
thief cometh  not,  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to  destroy:  I  am 
come  that  they  mi^lu  have  life,  and  that  thev  mi  ^'ht  have  it  more 
abundantly.    I  am  the  Good  Shepherd  :  the  Good  Shepherd  giveth  j 
his  life  for  the  sheep.    As  the  Father  knoweth  me,  even  so  \<s\o\\  I  | 
the  Father  ;  and  I  lay  down  my  life  tor  the  sheep  (  John  x.  9-1 1.  15)..  | 
Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other  ;  f  )r  there  is  none  other  j 
I   name  under  heaven  given  among -men  whcrcbv  we  mu>t  be  saved  | 
(Acts  iv.  II,  12).    For  when  we  were  yet  witlvjut  strength,  in  due  j 
time  Christ  died  t'or  the  ungodly.    Uut  God  coinmendeth  his  love  | 
toward  us,  in  that,  while  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ  died  for  us.  | 
I    Much  more  then,  being  now  justified  bv  his  b'.ood,  we  shall  be  ! 
saved  from  wrath  through  him.    For  if,  when  we  were  enemies,  we  I 
were  reconciled  to  God  by  the  death  of  his  Son,  much  more,  being  | 
reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  by  his  lite.    And  not  only  so,  but  we 
!   also  joy  in  God  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  we  have 
I   now  received  the  atonement.    That  as  sin  hath  reigned  unto  death, 
\   even  so  might  grace  reign,  through  righteousness,  unto  eternal  life,

to  declare  his  righteousness  for  tiie  remission  of  sins  ;  that  he 
might  be  just,  and  the  justifier  of  him  which  believeth  in  Jesus 
(Rom.  iii.  21-26).    lie  that  believeth  on  Him  is  not  condemned  ; 
but  he  that  believeth  n^  -t  is  condemned  already,  because  he  hath 
not  believed  in  the  name  of  the  only-begotten  Son  of  God.    He  j 
that  believeth  on  the  Son  hath  everlasting  life  ;   and  he  that  j 
believeth  not  the  Son  shall  not  see  life  ;  but  the  wrath  of  God  1 
abideth  on  him  (John  iii.  iS,  36).     Except  ye  repent,  ye  shall 
all  likewise  perish  (Luke  xiii.  3).

4.  That  all  who  ever  have  been  or  will  be  brought  to  \ 
repentance  and  fliith  in  the  gospel  were  chosen  in  Christ  | 
to  salvation  before  the  foundation  of  the  world  ;  and  | 
that,  in  consequence  of  the  eternal  love  of  (}od  to 
them  through  tlie  aioneiiient,  the  Holy  (Ihost  is  sent 
to  effect  the  woi"k  of  regeneration  in  their  hearts,  without 
which  regenerating  influence  none  would  ever  repent  or 
believe. 

The  Lord  hath  appeared  of  old  unto  me,  saying,  Yea,  I  have 
loved  thee  with  an  evcrkisting  love  ;  therefore  with  loving-kind- 
ness have  I  drawn  thee  '  Jcr.  xxxi.  3).  Ye  have  not  chosen  me  ;  but 
I  have  chosen  you,  and  urdaincd  you,  that  ye  should  go  and  bring 
forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  shimld  remain  (John  xv.  16).  I  have 
manifested  thy  name  unto  th.e  men  which  thou  gavest  me  out  of  the 
world  :  thine  they  were,  and  thou  gavest  them  me  ;  and  they  have 
kept  thy  word  (John  xvii.  6).  According  as  he  hath  chosen  us  in 
him  before  the  foundation  of  ihe  world,  that  we  should  l)e  holy,  and 
without  blame  before  him  in  love  ;  having  predestinated  us  unto 
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the  adoption  of  children  bv  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  according 
to  the  good  pleasure  of  his  wiil.    In  whom,  also,  we  have  obtained 
an  inheritance,  being  predestinated  according  to  the  purpose  of  Him 
who  worketh  all  things  after  the  counsel  of  his  own  will  (Eph.  i. 
4,  5,  II).    Elect  according  to  the  foreknowledge  of  God  the  Father, 
through  sanctification  of  the  Spirit,  unto  obedience  (i  Pet.  i.  21. 
For  the  children  being  not  vet  burn,  neither  having  done  any  good 
or  evil,  that  the  pnrpo>e  r)f  (};)d,  according  to  election,  might  stand, 
not  of  works,  but  of  him  that  caileth,  it  was  said  unto  her,  The 
elder  shall  serve  the  younger  (Rom.  ix.  ii,  12,  23).    For  whom  he 
did  foreknow,  he  also  did  predestinate  to  be  conformed  to  the 
image  of  his  Son.    Moreover,  whom  he  did  predestinate,  them  lic 
also  called  ;  and  whom  he  called,  them  he  also  justified  ;  and  whom 
he  justified,  them  he  ai>o  g'oritied  (Rom.  viii.  29,  30).    And  I  will 
pray  the  Father,  and  lie  sh.ail  give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he 
may  abide  with  you  forever  ;  even  the  Spirit  of  truth,  whom  tlie 
world  cannot  receive  because  it  seeth  him  not,  neither  knoweth 
him  :  but  ve  know  him  ;  for  he  dwelleth  with  you,  and  shall  be  in  ■ 
you.    I  will  not  leave  vou  comfortless.    I  will  come  to  you.  Ihit 
the  Comforter,  which  is  the   Holy  Ghost,  whom  the  Father  will 
send  in  my  name,  he  shall  teach  you  all  things,  and  bring  all  things 
to  your  remembrance,  whatsoever  I  have  said  unto  you  (John  xjv.

nature  the  children  of  wrath,  even  as  others.     P)Ut  God,  who  is  \ 
rich  in  mercy,  for  his  great  love  wherewith  he  loved  us,  even  when  \ 
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\ve  were  dead  in  sins,  hath  quickened  us  together  with  Christ  (by- 
grace  ye  are  saved);  and  liath  raised  us  up  toi:ether,  and  made  ns 
sit  together  in  heavenly  places  in  Christ  Jesus  (Eph.  ii.  i-6).  ^Vho 
hath  saved  us,  and  called  i:s  with  a  holy  calling,  not  according  to 
our  works,  but  accordii^o;  to  his  own  purpose  imd  grace,  which  was 
given  us  in  Christ  Jesus,  before  the  world  began  (2  Tim.  i.  9).  Not 
by  works  of  righteousness  v>  hich  we  have  done,  but  according  to 
his  mercy,  he  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regeneration,  and  renew- 
ing of  the  Holy  Ghtjst  (Tit.  ill.  5).

RULES   OF   CHURCH   ORGANIZATION  AND 
DISCIPLINE. 


I,  OF  CHURCH  OFFICERS. 

1.  The  spiritual  officers  of  a  church  are,  by  Christ's 
appointment,  a  pastor  and  deacons  ;  whose  duties  are 
those  which  he  has  prescribed  in  the  New  Testament/^ 

2.  The  secular  officers  of  tliis  church  shall  be  a  mod- 
.erator,  clerk,  and  treasurer. 

3.  The  Pastor,  or,  in  his  absence,  any  member  whom 
the  church  may  appoint,  shall  be  Moderator  in  all  busi- 
ness-meetings of  the  church  ;  and  he  shall  preside  at  all 
times  according  to  the  rules  which  govern  other  deliber- 
ative bodies. 

4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  business  pro- 
ceedings of  the  church,  to  be  read  and  approved  at  each 
subsequent  meeting;  and  he  shall  write  all  letters  of  the 
church,  unless  otherwise  ordered.

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5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  mon-  1 
I  eys  of  the  church,  according  to  their  order,  and  shall  | 
render  an  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  at  I 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  church.  At  the  monthly  | 
meeting  in  January,  he  shall  render  an  annual  account,  | 
audited  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  show- 
ing the  aggregate  receipts  and  disbursements  for  different 
benevolent  objects  the  preceding  year. 

II.  OF  MEMBERSHIP.

history,  occupation,  residence,  habits,  <S:c.,  of  the  appli- 
cant ;  and,  if  found  to  be  satisf^ictory,  the  letter  shall  be 
presented  to  the  church  with  a  report,  and  when  practi-  I 
cable  the  individuals  shall  be  requested  then,  or  at  the  I 
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first  convenient  opportunity,  to  relate  to  the  church  their

3.  The  missionary  concert  for  prayer  shall  be  held  the  | 
first  sabbath  evening,  and  the  sabbath- school  concert  on 
the  third  sabbath  evening,  in  each  month. 

VI.  — BENEVOLENT  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

I.  The  church  have  adopted  the  foMowing  system  in 
conducting  their  benevolent  efforts.  Six  collections  are 
taken  up  during  the  \ear,  embracing  the  objects  speci-  | 

fied  in  the  table  below.    A  committee  of  five  shall  be  !

2.  Other  collections  are  regularly  taken  as  follows:  At  1 
the  monthly  concerts  of  prayer  for  foreign  missions  ;  and 
after  the  Lord's  supper,  every  month,  for  the  poor  of  the 
church  and  other  church-purposes. 

All  collections,  for  whatever  objects,  are  required  to 
be  paid  in  lull  into  the  treasury  of  the  church. 


3* 
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Committees  appointed  by  the  church  to  superintend 
collections  and  subscriptions  are  required  to  report  as 
soon  as  convenient  to  tiie  church  ;  when  the  sums 
reported  as  raised  shall  be  appropriated. 

All  collections  made  for  the  poor  are  dispensed  by  the 
deacons  and  accounted  for  in  gross  by  the  treasurer. 


T.  Any  alteration  in  these  Rules  shall  be  proposed  in 
writing  at  a  regular  church-meeting,  and  then  not  acted 
upon  for  one  month. 

2.  A  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall 
be  necessary  to  effect  any  change.
